Consultations And Classism 
The provincial government gave the 
city an exemption from the public 
consultation process because of the 
urgent need for housing in Edmon- 
ton. So the city did one consultation 
for all 20 sites, and Hornig feels his 
community's concerns weren't suf- 
ficiently considered 

“Our community was never de- 
signed to have such density,” he 
says. “That may come out as a little 
NIMBY, but it’s not really. It's just 
that we would have wanted more 
consultation, [to] have the city tell 
us why this development is a good 
idea in our neighbourhood.” 

Judith Garber doubts consulta 
tion would change Hornig’s tune. 
The University of Alberta political 
science professor agrees that the 
city doesn’t have the best track re- 
cord for consulting communities in 
a meaningful way, but she wonders 
if things would be any different if 
the city had gone though with the 
proper consultations. “The city can 
be wrong,” She says, “and the com- 
munity, the ad hoc groups, can be 
wrong too.” 

Indeed, Hornig’s isn't always a 
sympathetic figure, especially when 
he uses phrases like “normal hous- 
ing,” and he did say that his commu- 
nity would oppose the project even if 
the city hadn't gotten an exemption 
on consultation. 

And it’s not just Riverbend or 
this particular project, says Garber. 
Virtually every neighbourhood in 
Edmonton opposes apartments or 
townhouses alongside single-fam- 
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ily homes, she says, pointing to the 
opposition of Habitat for Human- 
ity project in northeast Edmonton, 
highrise parking disputes down- 
town, and the controversy over the 
Century Park redevelopment 

Single-family homes are the norm 
in Edmonton because of the city’s 
huge geographic area and culture 
Residents are unwilling to: change, 
and in some cases simply don’t want 
poor people living in their communi- 
ties, she says 

Her fellow U of A prof Jim Light- 
body disagrees. The community, 
regardless of perceived wealth or 
privilege, must be consulted in these 
matters and they have every right to 
get upset when the city doesn’t play 
by the rules. 

“There is probably also an element 
of classism,” says Lightbody, “but 
that is secondary to the fact that the 
city has changed the rules.” 

The NIMBY label depends on your 
perspective, he says. If you happen 
to agree with the group, they become 
concerned citizens, but calling a 
group NIMBYs is a way to cast doubt 
on the purity of their motives. 

“Council is also saying these peo- 
ple should get out and vote,” he says. 
“Well, this is just a different way of 
participating politically.” 


A Surprise Boom 

Tim McCargar, chair of the city’s 
working committee on the project, 
says regular consultation on all 20 
sites would have taken five to 10 
years, by which time the city’s needs 
could change completely. 

Hortig argues that people in this 
income bracket haye options, and so 
the project isn’t legitimate enough to 
by-pass the municipal act.

A generation ago when the hous- 
ing market was hot, young people 
just starting out faced the same cost- 
of-living challenges we have today, 
says longtime housing advocate Jim 
Gurnett. He has spent years asking 
the province for more housing fund- 
ing, with little success. He applauds 
the First Time Homebuyers project 
as an important piece of the solu- 
tion, but it's not a panacea. Low-rent 
apartments are still scarce and the 
First Time Homebuyers project will 
not help those with no credit rating 
and low incomes. 

And if the program is going to 
be successful for the middle class, 
Edmontonians must insist that the 
prices stay low. Although the city 
has set an upper income level cut- 
off at around $90,000 a year, they 
don't know how much the homes 
will cost. 

“That's one of the things we have 
to watch closely,” says Gurnett. 
“When the city starts to negotiate 
with developers, the city is going to 
have to be very firm about who that 
land is geared to. For-profit develop- 
ers will always go as far up as they 
can. As the public, we need to be 
clear that this is public land and we 
want it used to help people who oth- 
erwise wouldn't have a chance.”

| CANADA: BIOFUELS 
| NDP VOTES AGAINST BIOFUELS 


| New biofuel legislation was passed in the 





House of Commons on May 28 that will 
require all gasoline sold in Canada to contain 
five per cent ethanol by 2010, and alt diesel 
and heating oil to contain two per cent 
renewable fuels by 2012 

On top of the new legislation, the federal 
government is also investing $500 million in 
new biofuel technology. 

The move will provide Canadian farmers 
with a new market to sell crops, but many 
groups are worried that the demand for 
biofuels is driving up food costs. 

The NDP voted against the legislation 
because the Harper administration will not 
specify where the materials for the ethanol 
production will come from. The NDP doesn't 
want Canada's food crops to be affected by 
the program when other scrap products can 
also be used to create ethanol. 

“We don't want ethanol produced 
from food crops going into gasoline,” says 
Edmonton Centre MP Donna Martyn. “[The 
Conservatives] will not specify, and they 
don't consider food a problem here. They 
go after what is cheaper and easier with the 
fuel industry.” 

The biofuels strategy is a part of the 
governments plan to reduce greenhouse gas 
emissions by 20 per cent by the year 2020.

NAFTA CLAUSE AND ALBERTA'S 
DWINDLING OIL RESERVES MAY 
LEAVE US ALL SHIVERING IN 
THE DARK 





All of Canada could end up freez- 
ing in the dark thanks to an obscure 
clause in the North American Free 
Trade Agreement, according to a 
recently released report by the Park- 
land Institute. 

The public policy research insti- 
tute based at the University of Al- 
berta contends that the proportion- 
ality clause would require Canada 
to maintain its energy exports to the 
U.S., which already sit at 60 per cent, 
despite dwindling proven reserves 
and no strategic reserve plan. 

Unlike the U.S., which maintains a 
160-day supply of oil in case of emer- 
gency, Canada has no reserve and is 
becoming increasingly dependent 
on oil imports from unstable OPEC 
countries. Canada, considered an 
exporting country and therefore ex- 
empt from requiring a reserve, cur- 
rently imports 49 per cent of its oil, 
mostly to supply Quebec and the At- 
lantic provinces 

Gordon Laxer, a political economy 
professor and director of the Park- 
land Institute, co-authored the re- 
port: He-says Canada has become 
an energy colony: “When we can't 
even control the price at which we 
buy back our own energy from the 
oil transnationals,” he says, “and we 
can’t even guarantee that our own 
citizens get first {claim to] their own 
resources, | don’t think that’s an en- 


ergy superpower.” 

In the lead-up to the Ohio primaries 
this past February, U.S. presidential 
hopefuls Hillary Clinton and Barack 
Obama both suggested NAFTA be 
reopened and renegotiated. Prime 
Minister Stephen Harper responded 
by saying, “If any American govern- 
ment ever chose to make the mistake 
of opening NAFTA, we would have 
some things we would want to talk 
about as well.” However, both candi- 
dates quickly backed away from the 
issue, and were accused of pandering 
for votes in a state that had been hit 
hard by the economic downturn in 
the U.S.

trumping trade, Laxer says, adding, 
“We're now at the end of the age of 
cheap fossil fuel.” 

Todd Grierson-Weiler, an Ontario- 
based lawyer who specializes in in- 
ternational economic law, says the 
whole notion of restricting the flow 
of goods in and out of the country is 
ludicrous. “How much of our natural 
resources are currently the responsi- 
bility of kind, generous Americans 
who have come up and invested in 
our resources so that we can extract 
them and gain revenues?” he says.

increase. It's generally believed that 
use of natural gas (the cleanest-burn- 
ing fossil fuel available) will only in- 
crease, in part because of its use in 
bitumen extraction in the oilsands, 
an energy-intensive process former 
Alberta treasurer Jim Dinning once 
likened to “turning gold into lead.”

“That's the first hint that we’ve got- 
ten that this [Canadian] government 
recognizes that we got a bit of a raw 
deal on energy in that agreement,” 
says Ricardo Acuna, executive di- 
rector of Parkland.

Americans. “We've seen the extent 
of the American goodwill when it 
comes to protecting their trade in- 
terests,” he argues. “We saw it with 
softwood lumber. We saw it with 
mad cow. There’s no goodwill there. 
[The U.S.] is going to protect their 
interests.” 

With emerging countries like India 
and China requiring more energy 


and secure source of oil to free itself 
from its dependence on Middle East- 
ern oil. 

Given a customer with an appetite 
for energy as insatiable as the US., 
the proportionality clause could pre- 
vent Canada from meeting its emis- 
sions targets as outlined in the Kyoto 
Protocol. “If we cut down our con- 
sumption,” Acuna says, “what that 
means is that there's just more to ex- 
port south, which when you look at 
the proportionality rule, it just cranks 
up that percentage that we're send- 
ing south of the border.

When the Heart of the City music 
and arts festival started pumping 
beats into the downtown core back 
in 2004, Darlene Arseneault was 
there. One of the earliest fests to 
emerge during Edmonton's hot festi- 
val season, HotC is a one-day event 
showcasing developing musicians 
and visual artists. But the criteria 
to become a featured artist are a bit 
different from other arts fests in the 
city. “50 per cent of your band has 
to live, work, or volunteer in one of 
the Edmonton core's 10 neighbour- 
hoods,” Arseneault explains. 

But the reason only two neighbour- 
hoods—“really just one and a half,” 
she says—are participating in the fes- 
tival this year is the same reason why 
Arseneault is slowly phasing herself 
out of her role on the fest’s steer- 
ing committee and transferring the 
responsibilities to a new group. “It's 
been very difficult to get people from 
this particular community to partici- 
pate and volunteer,” she says. Arse- 
nault knows too many who either are 
frontline workers or involved in so- 
cial services agencies, which can be 
challenging and tiresome work. “So 
basically, the energy level or ability to

help out in something like this isn’t 
as great,” she says.

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years has sort of been Social Justice 
Central. People are tired.” 

A new group of younger “social 
justice types” will soon be taking the 
helm, and Arseneault hopes they'll 
stay motivated and inspired about 
the ideas behind the festival, as they 
inevitably discover how difficult it is 
to get the manpower needed to pull 
off an event on the scale of HotC. 

“We're going to need more mem- 


bers for next year, Arseneault says. 
“We need to talk about it after the 
festival. People in this area are very

oF ART ON A WINE LABEL? 





On one of my recent liquor store 
prowls, something caught my eye: 
a naked woman, Renoir’s “Woman 
Asleep” specifically, lying across the 
side of a bottle of Camus cognac. The 
bottle stood out for several reasons, 
even apart from the nubile body on 
it. It was made out of porcelain and 
haped like a book, with gleaming 
22-karat gold detailing. Not your av- 
erage bottle of VSOP. 

The bottle is part of Camus’ Grand 
Masters’ Series, which has a few 
other bottlings in the same porcelain 
book, but with a different painting on 
ithe front, either one of three Renoirs 
‘or two Van Goghs. 

This got me thinking about the 
onnection between art and alco- 
hol—not only are there many ex- 
amples of art being used to decorate 
bottles, but of booze fueling artists 
in return. (Maybe Van Gogh’s pieces 
should decorate bottles of absinthe 
rather than cognac.) 

In the wine world, the most fa- 
mous example is probably Chateau 
Mouton Rothschild, which commis- 
sions a different artist to design each

label. Other examples include the 
instantly recognizable work of Ralph 
Steadman, which adorns everything 
from Flying Dog beer to Old Bastard 
wine; and Calona Vineyards’ Artist 
Series, which features the work of 
a local British Columbian artist on 
each label—each painting is selected 
from submitted artworks for the 
special way it evokes the flavour of a 
certain wine. 

The vodka industry has also cashed 
in on the market appeal of great art. 
Van Gogh is a perennial favourite 
here too (notably in the form of Van 
Gogh Vodka, which produces a line 
of flavoured vodkas, each with a Van 
Gogh-esque bottle design), while 
esteemed architect Frank Gehry de- 
signed the bottle for Wyborowa’s 
Single Estate vodka. Absolut’s famed 
marketing campaign has commis- 
sioned more than 300 artists of all 
genres to design everything from 
paintings and glass bottles to music 
and fashion for ads promoting the 
Absolut theme. 

None of this should come as a 
surprise. Art and alcohol both capti- 
vate the senses and provoke dreamy 
thoughts—certainly a naked woman 
arouses the imagination. A paint- 
ing on the label or a beautiful bottle 
design is an aesthete’s wet dream, 


provided that the art (and the booze) 
suits their palate. The danger lies in 
presenting a wonderful piece of art 
on a crappy bottle of wine, cognac, 
or vodka. As well, some images be- 
come so overused that slapping them 
on a bottle won't persuade even the 
most ignorant philistine to buy the 
product—who wouldn't get tired of 
seeing “Starry Night” at every turn 
of the aisle? 

Since the catalyst for this article 
was a Renoir painting on a bottle of 
cognac, | decided to chat with Pierre- 
Auguste’s great-grandson, Pierre 
Roland Renoir, an established artist 
himself and owner of L’Atelier de 
Renoir, a local studio and gallery, to 
get his take on the matter 

Renoir has-no* qualms about us 
ing art to sell booze, “as long as it 
is done tastefully.” He points out 
that many artists, especially young 
would 
However, 


ones, love the exposure 
even established artists 
would likely encourage such endea- 
vours, he says, because “any expo- 
sure is always good.” Renoir also 
notes that he’s more comfortable 
with commissioning artists than 
with appropriating existing images, 
since the artist retains control of 
the use of their art. “I guess Renoir 


doesn’t care,” he chuckles, “but

Renoir loved his friends, loved the 
restaurant scene—so | believe there 
is a connection there.

that some bottles, especially this co- 
gnac, come dangerously close to os- 
tentation—come on, 22-karat gold? 

As a final note, the Renoir cognac 
does taste pretty good—though not 
good quite enough to make me pass 
out naked in front of an aspiring 
painter.

nat constitutes a mental disability 

















and, while most psychiatrists will 
tell you that anything under an IQ of 
70 signals mental retardation, that 
standard is a little too rigourous for 
Virginia (or, for that matter Missis- 
sippi, where Earl Berry, a convict 
described as having the mental abili- 
ties of a seven-year-old, was also re- 
cently put to death). 

What's more, state law doesn't 
provide for mandatory testing to de- 
tect mental disabilities in death row 
inmates, leaving it to notoriously 
diligent court-appointed attorneys 
to raise the issue if they feel like it. 
Tough luck, Corky. 

While this is a horrible travesty of 
justice, it’s a good news story in some 
ways for the government of Canada. 
As long as the various branches of 
the current American administra- 
tion continue to allow outrageous 
acts of evil 20 times before breakfast 
every day, the small-c conservatives 
of the Great White North will get a 
comparatively easy ride. 

What the hell am I talking about? 
Glad you asked. This past week, | at- 
tended some of the panel discussions 
that made up the Canadian Arctic 
Summit, a symposium on issues re- 
lated to the present and future pros- 
pects of the world’s far-northerly 


_ regions hosted by the University of 
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Enviro Death Row 


Alberta's School of Energy and the 
Environment. 

You already know if you've seen 
An Inconvenient Truth (or Larry 
Fessenden’s unintentionally hilarious 
eco-horror flick The Last Winter, in 
which global warming unleashes a 
herd of demonic spectral caribou on 
Alaska) that the ecologically fragile 
circumpolar regions are experienc- 
ing an accelerated version of cli- 
mate change—glaciers and sea ice 
are melting, permafrost is starting 
to thaw, the distribution of land and 
water fauna populations are chang- 
ing as habitats disappear, etc., etc. 

Sure there's: some disagreement 
about the severity of the impacts— 
some predict the sea ice will be gone 
by 2050, while others think it could 
happen in the next decade—but there 
doesn’t seem to be any controversy 
about the necessity for immediate 
action, whatever form it takes. 

Here's a quote from the panel dis- 
cussion on political evolution in the 
Arctic that stuck in my ear. Dr. Mi- 
chael Byers, Canada Research Chair 
in International Law and Politics at 
UBC, pointed out that the federal 
Conservatives will get aman right on 
it when some European country con- 
tests our ownership of a tiny island 


at the top of the world, but they'll — 


take a more wait-and-see attitude 
when it comes to keeping the polar 
bears from drowning 

“One of the things that very seri- 
ously undermines Canada’s cred- 
ibility as a leader in Arctic policy is 
our complete absence of leadership 
in fulfilling our commitments un- 
der the Kyoto Protocol,” Byers said. 
“There’s a hypocrisy there and it 
hurts us every time we step into the 
international arena.” 

(Byers also took a shot at the feds 
for reneging on the Nunavut Land 
Claims Agreement even after Inuit 
negotiators insisted that thousands 
of years of Inuit habitation should 
be used to reinforce Canada’s sover- 
eignty claims on areas of the North- 
west Passage.) 

For those just joining us, Canada 
was one of the first signatories to the 
Kyoto Protocol to reduce greenhouse 
gas emissions in 2002, but Stephen 
Harper's government balked upon 
their election in 2006, opting for the 
system af voluntary

islation entirely meaningless. Mean- Dr. Louis Fo! 
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ducer of carbon dioxide emissions. 
Once again, America comes to the 
rescue with their Preznit continuing 
to hold doubt that human activities 
are contributing to global warming, 
despite overwhelming scientific con- 
sensus that, well, yes they are. But 
even the American delegates to the 
Canadian Arctic Summit were opti- 
mistic that the upcoming U.S. elec- 
tions—featuring a slate of candidates 
that all believe climate change is 
scientific fact—will bring about a sea 
change in American environmental 
policy. Maybe they'll stop executing 
the disabled too. Then what? How 
long will we be able to hide behind 
the international assumption that 
Canada is a nation of polite, well-in- 
tentioned dullards before the world 
realizes our intentions aren't worth 
the paper they're written on? And 
will it be enough to make us step up 
to our international environmental 
responsibilities in time to

Funny how some places that were 
fixtures in your life just fall off the 
radar without cause or reason. 

Back in my low-payin’ seasonal- 
manual-labour days, 
buddy and I took every opportunity 
to stop at this little hole-in-the-wall 
café whenever our window-wash- 
ing duties took us to the region of 
Southgate Mall. Right across 51 Av- 
enue from that shopping mecca, we 
found this place that made cheap, 
healthy lunches (a sharp contrast 
to the cheap, unhealthy lunches we 
ate practically every day) and fresh 
juices you could order from a hand- 


my  work- 


painted green sign that listed juices 
from such unlikely sources as celery, 
spinach, and daikon. Our favourite 
menu item, however, was the pita 
pie, a thick, Greek-style pita rolled 
up with cheese, seasoned beef, sour 
cream, diced onions, and celery, and 
grilled to melty perfection. 

Upon retiring from window-wash- 
ing, | pretty much forgot entirely 
that the place existed. This is partic- 
ularly ridiculous because every time 
I passed Southgate I’d turn my head 
and note the magenta awning pro- 
claiming Savoy's Health Cafe. Even 
more ridiculously, it took me until 
last week to make the very short bike 
trip south to see if Savoy's was still as 
tasty and inexpensive as it was when 
it fueled my poorly-paid glass-polish- 
ing 

Turns out it’s almost exactly as 
tasty and inexpensive as it was more 
than a decade ago. In fact, stepping 
through Savoy's propped-open door 
on a late spring afternoon was like 
stepping back in time—almost noth- 
ing had changed. It still had the 
scuffed checkerboard tile floor, one 
wall covered by a cloudy mirror and 
trim the same lurid shade of pink as 
the signage; the green sign listing the 
veggie health tonics was still there; 
the massive gold cappuccino-maker 
still dominated the counter by the till. 
A decade's worth of fingerprints and 
chair scrapes marred the old paint- 
job on the east and west walls. Diners 
who demand a pristine appearance 
in their restaurants will likely be put 
off at first sight by Savoy's well-used 
interior. 

And that’s too bad, because the 
food is an absolute bargain and pre- 
‘sented with obvious pride, if not a lot 
of frills. It says “Health Café” on the 
sign, but the menu describes Savoy's 
as.a “South Indian Restaurant,” and, 
word has it, it's the only South Indian 
restaurant in town. Unlike Northern 
Indian cuisine with its rich sauces, 


garam masala, and ghee, South In- 
dian food as served by Savoy is mild- 
er, lighter fare presented in discreet 
individual portions. Their signature 
dish is masala dossa ($5.49), a thin, 
frangible crepe made with three 
kinds of flour and wrapped around 
savoury, turmeric-tinged potatoes 
or mixed veggies, served with two 
chutneys (cilantro and coconut) on 
the side. That low, low price also nets 
you a bowl of sambar—hearty lentil 
soup with simmered cauliflower and 
zucchini, shaved coconut and just a 
hint of curry heat. 

My first return trip to Savoy's ne- 
cessitated a second to introduce my 
perennial co-diner to its charms (and 
to some pita pie). Keen to sample the 
widest possible variety, she ordered 
the combination plate ($6.99) with 
mixed veg dossa, a veggie samosa, 
something called iddli, and a bowl 
of sambar. I called for a pita pie 
with sambar ($5.49). We also tried 
one each of the house blend juices, 
the Energizer (carrot, orange, apple, 
beet) and the Bodycleanser (carrot, 
apple, grapefruit, ginger, peppers, 
daikon) for $2.99 each. 

The affable owner-proprietor deliv- 
ered our 11-ounce glasses filled with 
brightly coloured juices to start and 
paid attention throughout the meal to 
ensure our water glasses were never 
empty. Both juices were room tem- 
perature, a sure sign they'd just been 
liberated from skin, pulp, and seeds. 
The Bodycleanser led with a carrot

flavour that gave way to the astrin- 
gent tingle of ginger. The Energizer 
was a touch sweeter and smoother, 
leaving a slightly earthy aftertaste 
of beets. They tasted so healthy that 
after we drank them back, we added 
water to swish out the lingering foam 
in the glasses. 

Quickly dispensing with the satis; 
fying soup, my co-diner turned he 
attention to the combo plate. She en 
joyed the dossa, but commented tl 
samosa was similar in constituent 
and crispiness. The iddli, we foun 
out, was a steamed dumpling mat! 
of ground rice and lentils with a tet 
ture like polenta, but less grainy, am 
a mild sour flavour that was totallf 
obscured by the chutneys. 

She seemed much more intereste! 
in the pita pie, an item that was 4! 
most certainly not of South Indi 
provenance but for the green 4 
white chutneys on the side. T 
meaty contents of the thick, mo! 
pita were bound by just the mg 
amount of mozzarella, with a slatli 
of sour cream enfolding the grou 
beef. Diced celery seemed like ki 
of an odd ingredient, but it actual 
mellowed out the onions in the sal! 
and tasted really good. How could 
have forgotten? 

Thoroughly sated, we finished 
with chai, which mostly just tas! 
like milky tea. The food and ju! 
though, were extra-satisfying 
the bill came to less than $12 each

According to Environment Canada, 
the port city of Prince Rupert, B.C.

teens attacked and brutally mur- 
dered a local fisherman. The shock- 
ing case made national headlines 
largely because the perpetrators were 
utterly remorseless, shaving their 
heads for their court appearance and 
spraypainting “murderers 95” on the 
wall of their jail cell. Thorburn was 
actually friends with one of the of- 
fenders—at least until the perp stole 
his watch in gym class just a couple 
months before the killing. The hor- 
rible event is remembered on “Pieces 
of You,” a single from Islands’ soph- 
omore effort, Arm's Way. 

“Ina small town, there's always a 
darker edge to it,” Thorburn says. 
“But sometimes any act of deprav- 
ity that gets committed is just out of 
sheer boredom. There’s not even ma- 
licious intent, just bad-seed bored. I 
left Prince Rupert in 1995 and ended 
up going back there a few months 
later for a funeral of family friends 
who almost all died in a really ter-

rible car crash. It's a town that has 
a certain amount of bad luck. I was 
glad to leave and haven't been back 
there since.” 

Thorburn didn’t exactly leave town 
thinking he had a song on his hands 
(Not that a senseless murder exactly 
anyway.) If you 
were to listen casually to the peppy 


screams “pop song,” 
“Pieces of You,” or any of the tracks 
from the generally upbeat and ambi- 
tious Arm's Way, you might miss the 
morose thread that ties it all together. 
That duality is a sign of Thorburn’s 
evolution as a songwriter—pretty 
good for a guy who didn’t really have 
any musical aspirations when he left 
Prince Rupert 

The itch would come when Thor- 
burn buddied up with musical types 
in Vancouver and finally made the 
leap into a band after settling in Mon- 
treal. It was through The Unicorns 
that he met Jamie Thompson and 
got connected to the city's sprawling

music scene. While Thorburn and 
Thompson would later go on to form 
Islands and achieve critical acclaim 
for their debut album, Return to the 
Sea, Thompson unexpectedly bid the 
group farewell in 2006, 

“When he left, I was kind of dev- 
astated,” Thorburn says. “I always 
had a certain amount of dependency 
from working with The Unicorns 
and Jamie kind of propped me up—it 
was a good support system. His de- 
parture was a huge turning point and 
really forced us to find some defining 
ground and become a band. It kind of 
forced us to pull up our socks, tighten 
our bootstraps, and come together.” 

Living up to the band’s namesake, 
Islands also created the new album 
in relative isolation. While the first 
album was made up of off-the-cuff 
arrangements and slapdash input 
from friends (including members of 
Wolf Parade and Arcade Fire) who 
would basically drop in and add parts 
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to it, Thorburn says Arm's Way rep- 
resents hours and hours of meticu- 
lous note-by-note arranging 

Co-produced with Ryan Hadlock at 
Washington State’s Bear Creek Stu- 
dio, Arm’s Way hadn't even been re- 
leased when I spoke to Thorburn. (It’s 
out now on Anti.) However, thanks 
to technological breakthroughs like 
MySpace, he had already gotten 
some feedback on the material. And 
despite its overarching themes of 
“one's mortality, destruction and de- 
terioration,” the early buzz has been 
like a ray of sunshine. 

“The best thing I’ve heard is that 
it's the best thing we've done,” Thor- 
burn enthuses. “I feel like this is me 
finally coming into my own on a real 
level. Not that I’m completely inde- 
pendent, either; I couldn't have done 
this without having such incredible 
musicians backing me up or at my 
side. Together, we made something 
really special.”

Sometimes a musical pet project 
proves more fruitful than the day job. 
Take Dallas Green, who has arguably 
found more success with his acoustic 
incarnation City and Colour than he 
has with Alexisonfire, or Dan Bejar, 
who manages to both record as De- 
stroyer and moonlight for indie dar- 
lings New Pornographers 

Or take Alex Brown Church, who 
falls somewhere in between. 

Originally a member of the Los 
Angeles-based group Irving, Church 
shared vocal and songwriting duties 
with three of the band’s five mem- 
bers. He left for greener pastures 
when he realized he had a stockpile 
of darker, more experimental songs 
that didn’t mesh with Irving's pop- 
pier aesthetic—thus Sea Wolf was 
born 

“I felt that the songs I was most in- 
clined to write weren't necessarily Ir- 
ving songs,” Church says, “so I start- 
ed to conceive this idea for another 
project. In 2003, I read the book The 
Sea Wolf, by Jack London, and that's 
where the name came from. At that 





point Sea Wolf became a real thing 
for me and not just something | 
had been sort of toying with in my 
head.” 

Church took the songs he had writ- 
ten while still in Irving and began

recording with the help of friends, 
most of whom were in other bands 
themselves. Last year, the band, 
which was eventually christened

Chris Adeney, better known as Wax 
Mannequin, was born and raised in 
Hamilton, Ontario, and has lived 
there his entire life. But his extrava- 
gant, larger-than-life performances 
have been labeled wholly “un-Ca- 
nadian-like” by the Globe and Mail 


to counteract that by being overly 
humble. 

“That's a thing I’ve always strug- 
gled with,” he continues. “Why do 
I feel like I can be onstage perform- 
ing for other people? I think the way 
I dealt with it was by going in the 
complete opposite direction and em- 
bracing showmanship as heartily as 
I could.” ;

His latest album, last year’s Orchard 
and Ire, finds Adeney exploring both 
sides of Wax Mannequin—the deli- 
cate and the abrasive—and. Adeney 
hopes this summer's Canadian tour 
(which also features Andy Magoffin 
as Two-Minute Miracles, a folk song- 


writer with a penchant for pop melo- 


dies who will play the straight man to 
Adeney’s absurdist rocker persona) 
will showcase this balance. 

Adeney has previously toured Eu- 
rope, and a few years ago spent three 
months traveling through Australia. 
“Australian culture is really compat- 
ible with Canadian culture,” he says 
“Being a Canadian in Australia fits 
There's an appreciation for Canadi- 
ans down there and vice versa. Aus- 
tralia is the butt of a lot of jokes in 
Canada and they poke fun at us too, 
but in a way that you don't see in the 
relationship between Canadians and 
Americans.” 

But it’s at home that Adeney most 
enjoys performing, and last fall 
the Hamilton Music Awards recog- 
nized his efforts by proclaiming him 
Male Artist of the Year. While the 
size of the Hamilton music scene 
is paltry compared to those in To- 
ronto or Montreal, it doesn’t lack for 
heart 

“This year it feels like it was really 
everyone in the community coming 
together to talk about local music in 
Hamilton,” he says. “We have a really 
strong music scene here. It doesn't al- 
ways get the recognition it deserves, 
partly because of Hamilton's stigma 
as Toronto’s filthy and neurotic 
younger brother, just because of the 
industry and some of the economic 
issues in larger portions of the city. 

“But it’s just kind of troubled en- 
vironment that is a great breeding 
ground for creativity.”

Mike O'Connell came to recognize 
himself as a so-called “culture re- 
ject” while running the recording 
studio at Sketch, a 6,000-square foot 
warehouse space in Toronto dedicat- 
ed completely to art exploration for 
street-involved and homeless youth. 

“lam so fed there,” he says. “It is a 
complete exchange.” 

He recalls three rebel artists in 
particular, “[They were] doing what- 
ever they could get their hands on 
for sculpture and sound,” he says, 
and he cites these same rebels as the 
inspiration for his musical moniker. 
“One thing I recognized in their art 
and in their entire approach to life, 
they weren't so much rejected by the 
world around them; they kind of re- 
jected their society. They did it in a

really empowering, positive, and ar- 
ticulate way.” 

O'Connell says bearing witness to 
that individuality as well as being a 
facilitator in such a creative space 
(he’s been working with Sketch since 
2000), made him feel like a culture 
reject too. “In subtle ways, it's how I 
live my life,” he says. “I think a lot of 
people feel compromised in the cul- 


ture they live in because they reject 
elements of it and are then rejected 
in turn. I wanted to throw it out there 
as a way of starting a discussion.” 
Though he has yet to be credited 
for sparking a national debate on 
the subject, Canada has taken notice 
of O'Connell's music and Culture 
Reject's self-titled album. His tracks 
recently topped the “staff picks” list 


on iTunes Canada and cracked the 
Top 30 on CBC Radio 3 at the end 
of May. 

“It's a very personal record,” he 
says, “I consider it a self-portrait, but 
I’m more than happy that the record 
is connecting with others and peo- 
ple are listening to it and liking it.” 
O'Connell's musical influences (Pe- 
ter Tosh, Stevie Wonder, and friend 
Jim Guthrie) are “pretty naked” on 
the record, and although those influ- 
ences have remained the same over 
the years, he approaches the song- 
writing process much differently 
from how he used to. 

“(My former band] Black Cabbage 
was an eight-piece with five principal 
songwriters,” O'Connell says. “Now 
I'm just so much more articulate 
about the rest of the music.” 

Recorded in O'Connell's living 
room and bedroom, with horn play- 
ers invited over after he put his kids 
to bed, Culture Reject is an intimate 
but quietly powerful album. But with 
trumpeters and pianists lending 
their talents, it's hard to imagine how 
O'Connell will be able to repackage it 


all into a solo stage show. 

“It's important to me that I don't do 
anything pre-recorded, it’s all totally 
live,” says O'Connell, who's sol 
the problem with a loop pedal tha 
he manipulates with what he call 
subtle athleticism.” “I try and repre 
sent what I feel is absolutely vital \’ 
the song as | wrote it and create thé 
onstage.” 

As to the question of whether mu 
sic has been able to guide this Reje¢ 
back into his own culture, O’Connél 
replies by musing about the fortl 
itself. “Music starts from silencé, 
he says, “and then it incremental 
builds from there. There doestl 
need to be any barriers. It’s not th 
music needs to be taken for granted 
it's just that music should be partd 
our lives every day, intrinsically an 
vitally.

A Gity Without Cars 


WALKING THE FINEST URBAN 
RIVER VALLEY ON THE PLANET 





A scratch. A thump. The sound of 
paper ripping. I lie in bed wondering 
what book my cat is shredding. 

It’s 3:30 in the morning and Molly 
is hungry. Other methods of waking 
me up—thwacking my jewelry across 
the room, unplugging my alarm, 
sitting on my face—have long since 
been discarded in favour of the sys- 
tematic destruction of my books. 

Suffice to say she’s been more suc- 
cessful at removing books from cir- 
culation than a conservative school 
board. And it works... I always get 
up. I've tried spraying her with a 
water bottle, but lacking fine motor 
control this early in the morning, I 
only spray myself. And yelling is use- 
less. She doesn’t understand English, 
or at least the expletives, and I’m too 
delirious to sound threatening this 
early in the a.m. 

And so | feed her. Even in my myo- 
pic state, I can see that the blackness 
of the night is fading to a navy blue 
dawn. Residual heat from the scorch- 
er on Friday lingers in my apartment 
like an unwelcome guest. A few rob- 
ins, Molly's co-conspirators, have 
started to sing. It’s Saturday. It’s sum- 
mer, and | have a full day of hiking 
planned in the river valley. 

Well, not quite a full day. I have to 
walk over to the Farmer's Market in 
Strathcona to pick up veggies and a 
ginormous bag of kettle corn, so my 
walk is delayed by a few hours. 

It's now approaching noon and 
the white-hot sun is dead centre in 
the sky. The neighbourhood east of 
99 St is old and thick with trees that 
canopy the roads and cool the tem- 
perature by several degrees. I take a 
left turn so that I can cross a little 
bridge hiding below a house that sits 
on the edge of a hill. It's wooden and 
spongy with dew and rotting leaves. 


Mill Creek Ravine spans from just 
south of Connor's Hill to Argyll Road 
on 63rd Ave. There are many entry 
points along the way, but I descend at 
my usual spot near 89th Ave 

Three distinct trails meet at the 
bottom, and I choose the lower dirt 
path which curves around the creek. 
It is thick with pines, poplars and 
vegetation so lush it’s easy to forget 
there’s.a city not five minutes from 
here. These paths are like snare-less 
traplines for me; | feel compelled to 
check in regularly, see what's new. A 
few weeks ago, a bog near the trail 
was suddenly alive with frogs, crack- 
ing the air with their lovesick frog 
songs. It's something I look forward 
to every year. 

As I near the first of many wooden 
bridges, the creek, after a month of 
summer heat, is like a mud spa for 
mosquitoes. Fat bees buzz in the tall 
grasses that reach across the water. 
This is one of those great blue-sky 
summer days that make me hum 
“Kodachrome” and check my pocket 
for a buck to buy a lime popsicle. | 
feel like a kid down here. My favou- 
rite Calvin & Hobbes cartoon has 
Calvin spotting a trickle of water 
in the dirt and saying to Hobbes, “I 
guess our afternoon just got booked 
solid.” That's what the river valley 
is... an endless summer afternoon 
playing in the woods. 

I don’t often see unaccompanied 
children down here, or even groups 
of kids. It's usually a parent and a 
kid, or kids. Back in the day, my day, 
in the ‘70s, I was often if not always 
solely in the company of other kids 
on a summer day, doing whatever 
until it got dark. A ravine like this 
would have been explored from one 
end to the other, and explored in 
a way only a kid could, on skinned 
knees, in the creek, up a tree. 

People often say to me that the 
river valley is dangerous, and how 
can I walk down there alone, but I've 


never encountered any danger. On 
the contrary, | feel safer among the 
dog-walkers, bikers, and occasional 
hobo than I do with your average, 
truck driving, street-level Edmonto- 
nian 

Mill Creek has many miles of 
trails, some paved, some gravel, and 
some just monkey-trails leading to 
nowhere, but they are all beautiful 
and lush and brimming with life. 
Like most of the trails in the city, it is 
also a gateway to more paths, more 
parks, more continuous green space 
than any other city in North Ameri- 
ca, or so the pamphlets say. 

As I emerge from Mill Creek, the 
tips of the Muttart pyramids poke 
out of the valley just ahead, and to 
the right of the ski slope, Gallagher 
Park, where I’ve spent many warm 
August evenings, and a few wet ones, 
listening to folk music “on the hill” 
and wishing I was genetically predis- 
posed to having a more amply cush- 
ioned behind. 

One of my favourite places along 
this trail is the pedestrian bridge that 
spans the North Saskatchewan. It's a 
great place to watch the Dragon Boat 
races, or our aquatic behemoth—the 
Edmonton Queen—lumber down the 
North Saskatchewan, or if you're 
lucky, a hot air balloon gliding list- 
lessly above the river. 

The bridge connects to Louise 
McKinney Park, home to several 
geese couples that return without 
fail every year, a stage for concerts, 
a small stone bridge, and a Chinese 
Obelisk. (Surely this park must be 
ground zero for any scavenger hunt.). 
From here I can either head over to 
Riverdale or Rossdale—a neighbour- 
hood that connects to the Kinsmen 
Sports Facility, Emily Murphy Park, 
and Hawrelak Park. 

My intention is to walk in the 
woods as much as possible. Stay out 
of the sun. Edmonton in July is un- 
comfortably hot, and the river valley 





is a great place to find cool respite 
from the heat, especially if you live 
in a south-facing third floor walk- 
up apartment and in moments of 
heat-induced hysteria, find yourself 
dreaming of frostbite and casseroles 

My final destination is Emily Mur- 
phy Park, which, like Louise McKin 
ney Park and three others in Edmon- 
ton, is named after a member of the 
Famous Five: a group of women who 
challenged the definition of the word 
“persons” in the BNA act in 1927, 
thus sparking the women’s rights 
movement in Canada and the even 
tual naming of five awesome parks in 
Edmonton. 

The trail that leads from the Kins 
men to Emily Murphy Park an 
eventually, to the University of Al- 
berta, is as close to the river as you 
can get without actually doing the 
breast-stroke. Seepage from the hil 
above, a mixture of rain and under 
graduate tears, often results in the 
closure of this path, especially in the 
winter. Today, however, this dark an 
humid, almost tropical oasis is open, 
and I feel my shoulders relax, no lon 
ger buffering the attack of a punish- 
ing sun. 

A half-hour later, as I emerge from 
the river valley, tired and sweating 
from pores | didn’t realize | pos 
sessed, I ponder the road home, 
down Saskatchewan Drive, out o! 
the river valley but in full view of 
its spectacular beauty. I know these 
paths I walk have lead me to being 
the person that I am today, and | als? 
know that they can, with some slight 
re-routing, lead me to my favourite 
bakery, the Wild Earth, for a couple 
of super-sized cookies and a latte. 

A walk in the river valley on a sum 
mer day is a spectacular thing, and 3 
with all spectacular things, delicious 
lard-filled snacks enhance the exp® 


rience.

! took part in a telephone survey 
about the fate of Edmonton's historic 
Queen Elizabeth outdoor pool in 
which I was asked to give my opinion 
about whether I would use the facil- 
ity more often, and on a more regu- 
lar basis, if the city were to renovate 
it for year-round use. 

The question seemed somewhat 
odd to me, and, having forgotten for 
the moment that nobody really takes 
the results of telephone surveys terri- 
bly seriously, I made a conscientious 
effort to clarify the point in order to 
give the most truthful answer pos- 
sible. Did they mean to enclose the 
pool, and heat it, 1 wondered aloud? 
Because, you know, outdoor swim- 
ming in Edmonton in January would 
be just ridiculous, wouldn't it? 

! suppose I shouldn't have been 
Surprised that such a question would 
elicit an uncomprehending silence 
from my interviewer. Edmontonians 
are nothing if not a hardy bunch, as 
“apable of taking a dip at minus 30 


tl ad 
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as they are of taking one at 30 above. 
No, the city didn’t take my excellent 
advice about “Queen €”, and it seems 
to have put on hold the $4.1 million 
renovation project that would have 
seen not only the repair of the sig- 
nificant crack in the pool's founda- 
tions but also the addition of “rustic” 
bath houses, a picnic area, sun deck, 
hot tub, water slide, and outdoor 
showers, but there are still plenty of 
places to get wet. The city has more 
than 20 swimming pools, with four 
others outdoors, meaning that one 
could, potentially, test the waters in 
a different place every day until the 
leaves start to fall again. 

But too many 4 p.m. December 
sunsets have converted me into an 
unreconstructed sun worshipper, 
and so, to beat the heat of a prairie 
summer, I feel like there's nothing 
that can top the outdoor experience. 
Stay cool and work on your tan at the 
same time; sunbathe and showoff 
your new swimsuit. (And please re- 
call that the best, nay, the only place 
to avoid mosquitoes is probably un- 
der water.) 

You can make the most of the sum- 
mer rays at the Mill Creek outdoor 


hati 


pool, hidden away in cooling greenery 
of the Ravine (at 9555 - 84 Ave), or 
at the outdoor pool in stately Borden 
Park (11200 - 74 St.), from which 
swimmers can enjoy an unparalleled 
view of the park’s formal garden and 
fountain (“absolutely no wading al- 
lowed”). Or, depending on how hot 
you feel, Oliver Pool (10315 - 119 
St.), in comforting proximity to the 
arena, for those games of shinny ice 
hockey that just can’t be postponed, 
just might be worth a visit. Then, for 
those daredevils and/or Olympians 
amongst you, there's always Fred 
Broadstock (10515 - 158 St), which 
boasts a high diving platform and 
tank from which to pull your cannon 
balls and belly flops. 

The city’s al fresco pools are open 
every year, weather permitting, from 
Victoria Day to the Labour Day long 
weekend, and an adult admission 
will set you back $4.70. Just remem- 
ber, in three months you'll be wear- 
ing a feather duvet and shoveling the 
white stuff over the fence into your 
neighbor's yard again. So, seize the 
moment, get in the swim!

SWIM IN IT, BUT THE NORTH 
SASKATCHEWAN IS GREAT FOR 
PADDLING 





| You could call it one of Edmonton's 
hidden gems... if it didn’t run smack 
through the centre of the city. 

It gives you a perfect view of the 
sunrise, affords an unparalleled op- 
| portunity to explore wildlife, and 
| helps you unwind after a long day. 
And, no, it's not binoculars. Or a 
bottle of beer. 

It's the North Saskatchewan River. 
| But why does almost no one get on 
it? We've all seen the occasional mo- 
tor boat, jet ski, canoe, or kayak, but 
| the truth is that few Edmontonians 
spend any time on the river. 

Myths abound. It's deep. It’s dirty. 
It's unsafe. 

Not so, says, Melvyn Kadyk, presi- 
dent of the Northwest Voyageurs 
Canoe and Kayak Club. He's been 
canoeing and kayaking on the North 
Saskatchewan for 22 years. In fact, 
he’s paddled all 1287 km at least 
once. He maintains that people have 
been unjustly scared away from the 
river. “There's a great misconception 
about water quality. Years ago, they 
made it seem like you were diving 
into a vat of sulfuric acid!” 

If there’s a concern, says Billie Mil- 
holland of the North Saskatchewan 
Watershed Alliance, the biggest 
would be bacteria from manure, and 
when heavy rainfalls cause sewers 
to back up, sewage sometimes seeps 
into the river. Still, she says, the river 
isn't too polluted to use. 

And in case you're wondering, the

mean it's dirty. Des Wood of the City 
of €dmonton’s Drainage Services 
explains the river's muddy colour 
is caused not by grime but by sedi- 
ments, silt, and clay being stirred up 
by the water and other discharge of 
stormsewers. 

In fact, says Milholland, the 
mighty North Saskatchewan is actu- 
ally cleaner than it was at the turn of 
the last century when people used it 
as a dump for manure and outdoor 
toilets. “We've learned to clean up 
the water to a remarkable degree,” 
she says. 


Not so fast 

But if it’s not dirty, surely it’s too fast- 
moving, others fear. Well, don’t look 
now... no, really, don’t look now: in 
the spring, the river is flowing faster 
than at any other time of year, says 
park ranger, Mark Webb, but it will 
slow down over the summer months, 
making it more conducive to waters- 
ports. And truth be told, says Kadyk, 
the North Saskatchewan is actually 
classed as a beginner river. “It's for- 
giving enough for novices.” 

And if you're afraid that the river 
is too deep, rest assured; it’s actu- 
ally quite shallow. At its deepest, say 
Edmonton Rowing Club instructor 
Austyn Schutta, the river is only 5 
meters. At its shallowest: 1 foot! 


Unfit for a dog paddle 

But perhaps the river isn’t being used 
to its full potential is because it’s 
difficult to access. Kadyk says that 
the city closed three boat launches, 
leaving boaters with only two ac- 
cess points. Billie Milholland feels 
it’s more a question of our lifestyle. 





It simply doesn't occur to people to 
go to the river, Instead of the gym or 


yoga class, for a workout. 

But what about going down to the 
River for a swim? I've spent scorch- 
ing afternoons in Edmonton craving 
a plunge into some refreshing, non- 
chlorinated water. Well, there's a by- 
law that forbids swimming in bodies 
of water like the ones in Rundle and 
Hawrelak Parks, but Wendy Kinsella 
with the City of Edmonton says the 
North Saskatchewan falls under fed- 
eral jurisdiction, so the by-law doesn't 
apply. Park rangers don’t technically 
regulate activities on the river, but 
they still keep an eye out for people 
putting themselves in danger. 

However... Karen €nde, public 
health inspector with Capital Health, 
doesn’t recommend swimming in the 
North Saskatchewan because of cur- 
rents, depths, and the possibility of 
drowning. She says it boils down to 
personal safety and common sense 

Then why not choose an area 
where the water conditions are saf- 
er, hire some lifeguards, and open a 
beach? Toronto and Montreal have 
done it. Why can’t we? 

Billy Millholland explains that cre- 
ating a beach where there isn’t one 
already would disrupt the ecosystem 
of the Riparian Zone—the transi- 
tion area where the water ends and 
the beach begins. It would destroy 
the plants which absorb water and 
prevent soil erosion. She suggests 4 
wharf as a feasible alternative. 

For an authentic Canadian expert 
ence, however, you can launch from 
the banks of the river and portage 
work.

New York's Battles are commonly 
depicted as art-rock futurists, but last 
Wednesday they performed the work of 
dirty sonic arc welders.

Few bands in €dmonton balance 
commercial success and artistic 
prowess as well as Faunts. Originally 
conceived as a small post-rock studio 
project, the group has exploded into 
a renowned and respected experi- 
mental electronic band. 

The dynamic, soaring guitar fields 
on the group's debut, High Expecta- 
tions, Low Results, were later ex- 
changed for electronic beats and 
progressive rhythms on the follow- 
ing EP M4—which landed a stunner 
of a track on BioWare's Mass &ffect 
RPG. Now, the band is furthering the 
use of synthesizers and drum: pro- 
gramming, completing their evolu- 
tion from a guitar-based band into a 
full-on electronic outfit. 

“We're working on a new record,” 
Faunts guitarist Rob Batke says. 
“There's more of a pop sound we're 
going for now. We want to play new 
things, and craft good songs.” 

While Faunts might not have a 
hard-line, crack-the-whip _ live-gig 
policy—they go without performing 
live for months at a time—their fo- 
cused studio work is the pivot around 
which the band rotates. Batke admits 
Faunts was never a project designed 
to dominate stages: their real pas- 


sion is studio experimentation an 
perfection of the recorded mediur 
With new material, Faunts have had 
to adapt their studio songs for liy 
audiences. 

“The old material is more post 
Batke 
“more soaring guitars, a lot mor 


rock-influenced,” explain: 
ethereal-sounding. In that case yoy 
can kind of float a lot more live 
Right now we're trying to craft 
ally tight songs that are really catchy 
things that have longevity that we re 
still happy to play.” 

Any Faunts fan expecting to hear 
the lush, bottomless guitar textures 
of High Expectations at Saturday’ 
show will be met instead with a driy. 
ing electronic beat anchored by liye 
click tracks, synthesizer rigs, and 
laptops. For the live versions off M4, 
Batke himself was recruited from re- 
tired local band Fields to Flood to fil 
in the necessary spaces onstage. 

“Sometimes it's difficult to trans 
fer all the parts,” Batke says. “It's 
written as a song and then we lear 
it to play it live. It is a little more 
challenging for us, because we don 
want to sit in the same place and be 
in the same bands. It's depressing to 
watch a band do the same thing for 
a number of years before they die 
We're trying to grow with ourselves 
The live thing helps us solidify what 
we're doing. With recording you 
have a chance to sit back and listen 
and we know what parts have to fit 
together, we know what has to fit 
objectively. What it is, is a chance to 
grow more as a band.”

Caramel was Lebanon's submission 
for Best Foreign Film at the 2007 
Academy Awards, and it didn’t have 
a hope in hell of winning—or indeed, 
of even getting a nomination. Hand- 
ing the award to Caramel would've 
been like handing the Best Picture 
Award in '88—both 
are chick flicks par excellence, but 
they're still chick flicks. Then again, 
so was Titanic... 

Caramel follows the lives and loves 


to Beaches 


of six women who work at and pa- 
tronize a beauty salon in Beirut. 
Director Nadine Labaki takes a star- 
ring role as Layale, the nexus of the 
social group, a woman carrying on 
a sad, doomed affair with a married 
man, as well as a flirtation with a shy, 
handsome traffic cop. 

Rounding out the group are an 
aging beauty queen, a young bride- 
to-be, an elderly woman experi- 
encing a late-in-life crush on a 
French aristocrat, and an even older 
woman afflicted with a sort of amus- 
ingly sweet senility. (Why is senil- 
ity always played for laughs in these 
kinds of movies? Isn't it supposed to 
be sort of a quiet tragedy? Anyway...) 
There’s also a brief intimation of an 
unspoken lesbian attraction between 
a beautician and a customer. 

There's not much of a plot weav- 
ing Caramel’s six stories together 
(the title, incidentally, refers to the 
substance used for body waxing at 
the salon, not the delicious dessert

topping), but Labaki falls into a laid- 
back, graceful rhythm as she cuts 
from one character's story to the 
next. 

So yes, it's a rom-com, and a fairly 
predictable one, but an honest, en- 
gaging one as well—and it's fun to 
spot all the ways in which it’s simi- 
lar to and different from Hollywood 
entries in the same genre. For ex- 
ample: while it’s nice to see a film 
about the Muslim world that doesn't 


play into stereotypes about Muslim 
culture, and isn’t about religious 
zealotry, there are nonetheless a few 
situations that would be unlikely to 
come up in an equivalent American 
film. One character briefly ponders 
whether to have hymen-restoration 
surgery prior to her wedding night 
so her husband will believe her to 
be a virgin—somehow | doubt Carrie 
Bradshaw faces any comparable di- 
lemmas in the new Sex and the City 


movie, 

Later on, Layale tries to find a ho- 
tel room for a night with her mar- 
ried paramour, but all the hotel desk 
clerks ask for ID proving her marital 
status. So she’s forced to rent out a 
room in a dingy dive where she's as- 
sumed to be a prostitute. 

Minor cultural differences aside, 
the lives of these women feel like 
they could be lived almost anywhere, 
and the light and frothy mixture 





of comedy and quirk will prob- 
ably make Caramel a transnational 
word-of-mouth success story. (It's 
already landed Labaki on Variety's 
“Ten Directors to Watch” list.) 
And its universal appeal is sort o! 
nice, proof that no matter what re- 
ligion you practice, what country 
you live in, or what language you 
speak, the girls at the beauty salon 
are pretty much the same every- 
where.

Perhaps the most gratifying part of 
writing this column is the element of 
surprise. When I finish one install 
ment, I have little or no idea what 
the subject of the next one will be; 
sometimes a long-forgotten title will 
pop into my head, other times I'll 
happen to read an article about an 
interesting film—who knows? Tech- 


nology has created a new world of 


seemingly limitless access to obscure 
films, and maybe that’s why the in- 
ternet (or Turner Classic Movies) is 
becoming the prime filmgoing expe- 
rience for more and more people. 
Many purveyors of the new folk 
music movement have championed 
the 1970 Czech film Valerie and Her 


Week of Wonders as a touchstone for 
its ever-expanding fanbase. Nearly 
next to impossible to view in any 
format for decades, lo and behold, 
one can now see a beautiful, pristine 
copy of this indescribable master 
piece with the touch of a fingertip 
Based on a 1935 novel by surre 
alist Czech writer Viteslay Nezval 
(which landed him in trouble with 
the surrealists—always a good sign!) 
directed by Jaromil Jires (The Joke) 
Valerie is a proto-hippie masala of 
vampirism, folklore, religious alle 
gory, and political lineage, all under 


scored by a magnificent soft-psych

soundtrack by Jan Klusak. The story 
involves the dreamlike week-long 
journey of 14-year-old Valerie (the 
luminous Jaroslava Schallerova) as 
she undertakes the crossover from 
childhood to puberty, confronting 
all the haphazard characters, situa 
tions, mystery, and magic everyone 
must encounter during their initia 
tion into the world of adults 


Rarely have I seen a film as sensu 
ous as this one—Sergei Paradjanov’s 
Shadows of Forgotten Ancestors 
comes to mind, but not much else 
Watching it is akin to sitting beside 
a wooded stream on a beautiful sum 
mer day—you just don’t want to be 
anywhere else! Jires’ playful sugges 
tion of gothic intrigue (numerous 
catacombs and folkloric mythos) 
never betrays the overriding sense 
of wonderment that is at the heart of 
the story and at the heart of initia 
tion itself. He presents the film's uni 
verse in a way that keeps beckoning 
the viewer onward—there’s always a 
new adventure around the corner, 
always luring you deeper into the 
dream of dreams 

Eastern European cinema is (and 
perhaps always will be) an underdis 
covered treasure trove of dauntingly 
expansive creativity, Not long after 
the release of this film, the Czech 
New Wave was crushed by the iron 
fist of Mother Russia. But Jires duti 
fully remained in his homeland, rel 
egated to the kind of monochromatic 
life that befell millions of artists and 
poets within totalitarian regimes. Yet 
for one brief week, there will always

These are some of the things librar- 
ians can do and have done, accord- 
ing to Ann Seidl’s documentary The 
Hollywood Librarian: bring com- 
munities together, help children 
become well-adjusted adults, teach 
ESL classes, save doctors on the 
verge of misdiagnosis, rehabilitate 
convicted murderers, make comput- 
ers progress beyond binary code, 
integrate women into the workforce, 
create the internet, bring Cleopatra 
to hysterics. Oh, and organize books 
by subject and call number. 

How much of that are you prepared 
to believe? Your answer is directly 
proportional to how much you will 
enjoy Seidl’s film, which has ques- 
tionable ethics at best, and at worst 
is the sloppiest and most unfocused 
documentary | have ever seen 

The film’s subtitle is A Look at

Librarians Through Film, although 
that’s largely a smokescreen (unless 
you count the fact that you're liter- 
ally watching interviews with librar- 
ians as projected from reels of film). 
Yes, there are several clip montages 
drawing widely from the history of 
cinema, but there’s no attempt to 


draw any larger conclusions; the best 
Seidl can come up with is—spoiler 
alert—librarians are often shown as 
frumpy. 

Once you realize the film has no 
intention of following its stated 
mission, the real identity crisis be- 
gins. Is The Hollywood Librarian 


about the day-to-day operations of a 
small-town library? Is it a manifesto 
arguing in defence of literacy in a 
video-saturated culture? Is it about 
Andrew Carnegie, the steel tycoon 
who funded more than 2,500 public 
libraries worldwide? Each of these 
topics enjoys a brief moment where 


it seems like the film will finally dic 
in and settle down, but before yo 
know it Seidl has sprinted off dow: 
a completely new path—now you'r 
hearing about the birthplace of Joh: 
Steinbeck or the U.S. Patriot Ac 
and you're never quite sure how yo 
got there, or why. 

Stylistically, too, the film is a mes 
It's shot on digital video, which gives 
the interviews all the professiona 
ism of a homemade prom tape, and 
Seidl uses every manipulative tric| 
in the book to get her various points 
across: statements about the nobil 
ity of the librarian get a schmaltzy 
string accompaniment, and descrip 
tions of government budget cuts us¢ 
slow-motion shots for that extra lit 
tle splash of cliché. Some films in the 
montages are identified, and som« 
aren't. Some of the librarians be 
ing interviewed are identified twice 
most of the prisoners, not once. 

These, then, are some of the things 
librarians cannot do, according to 
The Hollywood Librarian: defeat the 
frumpy Hollywood stereotype, com 
pete for government funding with 
wars overseas, prevent a dystopian 
future (as dramatized by Battlefield 
Earth and Zardoz). Oh, and make for 
a compelling documentary.

Counterfeiting Trade Agreement 
No, we're not talking about fake 
money; we're talking about pirated 
intellectual property. 

Essentially, what ACTA proposes 
is that any content copied from a 
digital source (i.e., anything on your 
computer or iPod) would be under 
the eagle eye of any overanxious 
border crossing guard.

Too many days and nights of detail 
planning have given Steve Pirot— 
now in his eighth year leading the 
Next Generation Arts Festival (Next- 
fest)—a tired, scratchy voice 

“Yeah, there’ve been a few long 
days,” he admits over the phone 
from his office at Theatre Network, 
still standing at the helm on a Sunday 
evening. “But you know what? Last 
night [May 31] we had our Opening 
Gala, and seeing so many beautiful 
people in such a beautiful space—that 
really has made up for it.” 

Pirot’s complete devotion to the 12- 
year-old festival spotlighting emerg- 
ing local artists is inspiring, but also 


understandable, given the way it's 
morphed into one of the city’s most 
exciting summer events It's chang- 
ing; 2008 has seen the festival chang- 
ing sponsors (from Syncrude to Ep- 
cor) and expanding its usual reach. 
For Pirot, one of the biggest and 
most important additions to the fes- 
tival is the inclusion of The ARTery 
to its list of venues. The downtown 
space—which already hosts a wide 
array of art exhibits, modern dance 
performances, and rock shows—fits 
nicely into Nextfest’s philosophical 
agenda 

“It’s not only us,” Pirot says, “the 
city has been waiting for a venue 
like this. It's so warm and inviting. 
For the multidisciplinary late-night 
parties [“Nextfest Nite Clubs”] we 
envision, it’s absolutely perfect—The 
Roxy [Theatre] worked to some de- 
gree, but there were space limita- 
tions, a boundary between perform- 
ers and audience that was enforced 
by the architecture.”

Breaking down those boundaries 
is a part of Nextfest’s goal; the Next- 
fest Nite Clubs are an opportunity 
to throw artists from different dis- 
ciplines into the same room, watch 
them mix and mingle, give them a 
chance to swap saliva—metaphori- 
cally, of course. 

Or maybe not 

“T love it,” Pirot impishly declares. 
“They get to meet in a cool venue and 
be influenced by each other, maybe 
date, make out, whatever they do at 
a sexy venue—I can't control those 
things.” 

Artistic miscegenation at The 
ARTery aside, 2008's Nextfest also 
boasts new spaces on the south side 
(Café Select, Gravity Pope, Kika 
Clothing) and downtown (EPCOR 
Centre), hosting a range of visual 
arts, dance, concerts, film, and the- 
atre. They've also expanded some- 
what beyond national borders, hav- 
ing French playwright Naima Phillips 
fly in from Paris to see what director 


Janine Plummer and cast have done 
with her play Night Spell. 

“That's very exciting for us,” Pirot 
says. “She'll see her work performed 
without being involved, and the ques- 
tion is, what is she going to think of 
it? Most importantly, we're hoping 
that when we bring in someone like 
her, she can return home and spread 
the word—and the idea itself can 
spread.” 

The Idea is of great importance 
to Pirot, who notes that the Ignite 
Emerging Artists festival in Calgary 
was started by a group of people who 
had experience with Nextfest and 
decided to transplant the concept 
to their city. “Nurturing the young 
artist's voice,” as Pirot calls it, has 
been more successful in Edmonton 
than anyone could possibly have 
guessed—but if Nextfest is growing 
in strength, Pirot is uninterested in 
the sort of calculations that lead to 
thinking of growth in strictly numer- 
ical terms. 

“Growth is not something that only 
gets measured in that way,” he says. 
“We could make decisions based on 
numbers and brag about it, but what 
kind of growth is that? After all, The 
Blob grew too. I’m more interested in 
the roots of the festival going deeper 
than the tree growing higher—or at 
least in the roots being able to sup- 
port the tree.” 

Pirot says the roots of the festival 
would have to be the young artists 
that they nourish—artists from high 
school through to university who are 
getting opportunities to explore that 
they wouldn't get in a more commer- 
cially oriented endeavour. 

“We're not ever going to ever have 
a round-the-block lineup for a show 
before tickets go on sale,” he says. 
“It isn’t that kind of thing—we take 
chances on people. It's not a com- 


petitive environment—Nextfest is 


a common ground where they can 
share ideas, find new ways of work. 
ing and new creative processes. And 
the thing is, this is all about the cu 
rated development of a generation 
not just what happens at the festival 
We're also paying attention to what 
happens outside the one and a half 
weeks in June that we're around.”

Aside from the aforementioned 
Night Spell, which plays The Roxy 
June 7 at 6, June 11 at 8, June 14 at 

6, and June 15 at 6:30, there are a 
whole host of other performances 
and exhibits to catch.

Kevin Gillese and Arlen Konopaki's 
improv show Scratch, which has 
garnered raves in Europe, North 
America, and Australia, is also at 
the Roxy on June 5 at 8, June 8 at 9, 
and June 14 at 5. On the visual arts 
tip, curator Josée Aubin Oullette has 
excellent work by artists Mandy 
Espezel (at The Cutting Room, 
10536-124 St), Charlotte Falk 
and Dara Huminski (Café Select, 
8404-109 St) and Erinne Fenwick 
(Gravity Pope, 8222 Gateway Blvd) 
among many others, while The 
Roxy sees Linda Turnbull's picks for 
dance include the Choreographer's 
Playground presentation of Ribcage 
Canary, My Gift to You and Dust

Between Yourself and Me opens with 
a spotlight on Amy Mathias, who is 
onstage at a jazz open mic night, 
in the middle of performing a song 
adapted from Alice in Wonderland. 
After it’s finished, and the applause 
sound effect fades away, Amy (Van- 
essa Sabourin) begins to confess to 
the audience that her life is start- 
ing to feel a lot like Lewis Carroll's 
book—only she feels less like Alice 
and more like the White Rabbit, cre- 
ating as many new problems as so- 
lutions to old ones. Then she smiles 
at the floor, suddenly self-conscious, 
and says she’s going to move onto 
something “a little less literary.” 

It's worth unpacking that remark, 
because, innocent as it may seem, 
those four words neatly sum up 
the fatal flaw of David Belke’s 2001 
Fringe Festival hit, newly revived 
here by director John Hudson and 
Shadow Theatre. Essentially, Amy 
is worried that referencing Alice in 
Wonderland—which is not only a 
children’s book, but among the most 
well-known children’s books of all 
time—is too complex, too intellectual 
for her audience 

What she doesn't realize (and nei- 
ther does Belke’s script, Hudson's 
direction, or even C.M. Zuby’s set 
design) is that she's not nearly as 
clever as she thinks she is; the allu- 
sions that she imagines flying over 
our heads are in fact ramming us on 
the bridge of the nose, making our 
eyes water with a combination of ir- 
ritation and embarrassment. 

Between Yourself and Me tells the 
story. of Steven Tudor (Garett Ross), 
a nerdy and borderline-agoraphobic 
index writer, who, with the help of 
his best friend and self-proclaimed 





romance expert Amy, decides to 
venture “down the rabbit hole” into 
the “Wonderland” of dating. He 


takes out ads in the personals se 
tion, goes on several disastrous bli 
dates, and carefully studies his dog 
eared copy of Dating for Dummie 
all before realizing he may be in lov 
with Amy, and vice versa. 

If that premise sounds at all fa 
miliar, it should. Aside from be 
ing a rough paraphrase of almo 
every episode of Friends, Belke 
script seems equally cribbed fron 
early Woody Allen films, specifically 
1972's Play It Again, Sam (which it 
self started out as a play). As a re 
sult, Ross’ performance as Stever 
is commendable simply for the fact 
that he never comes across as sin 
ply a taller, less Jewish photocopy oj 
Allen's Allan Felix. His paralyz 
ing awkwardness, though painful 
to watch, is convincing enough t 
make you root for him throughout 
and becomes all the more endear 
ing when compared to Sabourins 
Amy, who seems to get louder, mor 
boisterous, and less likable as the 
show progresses. 

Rounding out the cast are Natasc 
Girgis, who plays all four of Steven 
blind dates, and George Szilagyi a 
the gruff, mustachioed superinten 
dent Mr. Flores. Girgis has by far the 
least enviable role—she has to play é 
string of brutal stereotypes, includ 
ing a writhing, stone-faced jazz beal 
nik—but she brings a welcome dose 
of warmth to Bonnie, the library as 
sistant who becomes Amy's bigges! 
competition for Steven's affections 

As for Szilagyi (who was just see!

chael Peng’s The Elephant Man) 
he steals the show outright when 
ever he thumps onstage, waving !
